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1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
6,034,091 (Dante) or U.S. Patent Appn. Pub. 2002/0091075 (Carlezon, Jr.). Dante teaches the 
use of opiate antagonists (including those of claim 3) for the treatment of depression not 
effectively treatable by a conventional antidepressant alone (i.e. refractory); see columns 2 and 3 
in particular. Carlezon teaches the use of kappa opioid antagonists for the treatment of 
depression; see the claims. Applicant's claims differ in that they require treatment of refractory 
depression characterized by dissociation. However, since the use of opiate antagonists for 
treating refractory depression was well-known at the time of applicant's invention, one skilled in 
the art would have been motivated to treat the subtype of dissociation-characterized depression 
therewith. The claimed amounts or dosages are obvious since it is within the skill of the 
pharmaceutical artisan to determine the amount or dosage of a drug that provides the therapeutic 
effect most effective for treating the patient's condition while minimizing adverse side effects. 
The step of evaluating the patient by a conventional method such as use of the Glover Numbing 
Scale is obvious since the psychiatrist must evaluate the patient to determine if a particular drug 
is effective in treating a mental condition such as depression.
